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1. There is no unusual mobilization of soldicrs. Tescrvists are being called 
up for their normal three weeks! training. No special liaitation has been 
placed on the granting of leaves to military personnel in the farrison at 
Vimperk (1150/06). In Ceska Budejovice leaves are granted only on Sundays 
in order to restrict contact between the soldicrs and the populace. The soldiers! 
frec time is being used for political schooling, the teaching of Tussian, ett. 


2. Since the beginning of April 1950 SNB border units have been strengthened 
by soldicrs wio volunteered for five years, No troop transports were seen 
in the border area. 


3. No preparation for the removal of industrial equinment from the border area 
was noted, Howover, during the two weeks prior to 1 duly 1950, the entire 
population of the village Knizeci Plane (Mirstenhut-1I9/035) was evacuatod 
leaving only twenty Slovak forest workers. Motor vehicles and horses have 
not been confiscated for military purposes in the Vimperk areca. No new air 
raid warning system has teen installed in this area. 


h. There is an arrumition Cump about one Icilomcter northeast of Vimmerk in the 
Dorenovice valley. The barbed wire enclosure sround this dump has been 
renevied recently and civilians have been forbidden cntry into the valley since 
June 1950. Two wooden bridces at Lenora (Cleonorenhain-1,0/15) were reinforced 
with concrete during the spring of 1950. No guards were seen alonr: the rail- 
roads or near bridres. 


5. Durinc the first part of June 1950 the Ministry of National Nefense published 
an order through the itinistry of Technology to the cffect that all road bridges 
in Cecchoslovakia should be strengthened and braced, The work was to start 
immcciotely, This order was accrecsscd to all cistrict and county netional 
comnittees. 


6. Anti-tank obstacles, Spanish riders* and barbed triré entaglements are being 
erected near all crossroads in the Tachov (NSO/P5) area. This construction, 
which was begun durine the beginning of July 1950, was ordered by the Uinistry 
of Uational, Vefense. Arny units in the Tachov area are stringing field tele- 
phone Lines along the frontier and inland from the frontier as far as Tachov. 
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(Reichenberg= 
O51/G16), all terminelsare to have at least a six months! supply of coal on hand. 
There TLL be a partial concentration of freirht cars and locomotives at the 
larger tominals of seconla ary rail lines, 


8 ALL military district recruitinr commands and district national. committees 
receivec. an order during the first week in June 1950 to have all in readinese 
for a rapid mobilization in case of emergency. Cards to be used in calling 
men to duty are on hand in the district national comaittees. 


2. In its official bulletin of 2 July 1950, the IMnistry of Transportation ordered 
that all trucks (except army trucks and those having frontevheel drive) be 
equipped +o bur charcoal rather than casolire. 
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
